Dear Editor 

I’ve got to get this off my chest. 

The theme of most of the “Debits 
and Credits” letters seems to be wag- 
es and hours for nurses and it looks 
like a deadlock. Personally, I think 
it’s futile to discuss the subject. 

I wish people wouldn’t compare 
nurses to waitresses, clerks, and beau- 
ticians. The one group works with sick 
people and the other with well peo- 
ple. Well people can get their services 
from nine to five, from Monday through 
Friday, and from nine to twelve on 
Saturday but, unfortunately, sick peo- 
ple are sick day, night, and weekends 
until they are well and, I expect, al- 
ways will be. Does any girl go into 
nursing schoo! with the idea of working 
office hours when she finishes her train- 
ing? 

Then there is the question of wages. 
In this case I can speak for both sides. 
I did office work for two years before 
entering training and got $25 a week, 
out of which came carfare and $40 a 
month board to my mother, which is 
mighty low figuring. Where can you 
get that outside of your own home? 
For some few years before I entered 
the Army Nurse Corps I got $100 a 
month for general duty in a hospital, 
including board and lodging, and no

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Fight Against V. D. 


**FT HE threat of a sharp increase in 

venereal disease throughout the 
country is a menace to civilian work- 
ers, to our armed forces, and to the 
maximum effectiveness of the nation’s 
war progress. Unless controlled by 
concerted action, venereal disease may 
soon assume extremely serious pro- 
portions.” 

This statement comes from the 
United States Public Health Service 
which has launched an_ intensified 
V.D. public education campaign this 
month. Figures released by them bring 
into sharp focus the need for increased 
cooperation and effort among all 
branches of medicine. In 1941 there 
were at least 3.200.000 cases of syph- 
ilis in this country; 1943 showed a 21 
per cent increase over 1942 of patients 
under treafment. Generally speaking 
7 per cent of the adult population ap- 
pear to have syphilis. Gonorrhea is es- 
timated as striking two to three times 
more frequently than syphilis, and 
while only a small percentage of these 
cases are recorded, the figures never- 
theless show an increase of 28.3 per 
cent in 1943 over 1942. 

Some of these statistical increases 
are due to more concerted efforts to 
measure incidence. But despite wide- 
spread campaigns of education and 
control, the curve of venereal disease 
infection has taken no dramatic 
plunge downward since the war. Boom 
towns and areas of military and naval 
concentrations lead in number of cas- 
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es, and while military prophylaxis ha- 
reduced the V.D. rate in the services 
to a lower level than ever, the civilian 
rise in some areas has reached alarm- 
ing proportions. 

The medical chapter of this prob- 
lem has gained impetus in the last 
year through use of new therapies. Al 
most 4,000 venereal disease clinics 
have been financed by Federal, state. 
and local funds under jurisdiction of 
state or local health departments, and 
private physicians are acting as im- 
portant and vital factors. District of 
fices of the U.S.P.HLS., offices of Com- 
munity War Services, the American 
Social Hygiene Association, Army and 
Air Force Service Commands, and 
Naval Districts all have cooperated to 
deliver killing blows. But despite all 
efforts to date, the record does not 
warrant relaxation of vigilance; rath 
er, it demands renewed and concerted 
attacks. 

History. Before the discovery of spe 
cific organisms, it was thought that 
syphilis and gonorrhea were one and 
the same disease. In the Middle Ages 
venereal origin of syphilis was not 
recognized. Later it was regarded as 
solely venereal, but differentiation of 
the various forms was lacking. In the 
19th Century the disease was studied 
from its dermatologic aspects, but by 
the early 20th Century it assumed a 
definite clinical phase. It was not un- 
til 1905 that the causative agent was 
discovered by Schaudinn, and in 1906 
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Wassermann devised the biologic re- 
action that has proven of such im- 
portant diagnostic value. Ehrlich pro- 
duced the potent salvarsan in 1910, 
and Noguchi (1913) settled the ques- 
tion of “parasyphilitic” diseases. Gon- 
orrhea, on the other hand is generally 
accepted as a very old disease as it 
was described as far back as the time 
of Moses. 

The public often falsely believes 
that syphilis is communicable at all 
times when a positive blood test is 
present. Industry has been affected by 
this belief and it frequently bars em- 
ployment to able men. Actually, un- 
less a syphilitic has cardiovascular or 
neuraxis involvements he is usually as 
capable of working as efficiently as 
one who is not infected. The decision 
in this matter is best left to an intel- 
ligent physician who can determine 
the policy and through his methods 
help to combat public ignorance. 

Etiology. Syphilis is a specific in- 
fection of protean manifestations 





caused by the Treponema pallidum 
and is a general disease involving the 
entire body. Treponema, entering 
through the skin or mucous mem- 
brane, usually produce at the point of 
entry, a characteristic tissue reaction 
—the chancre or papule. Local inflam- 
mation is characterized by infiltration 
with lymphocytes and plasma cells 
and these cells accumulate in the tis- 
sues around the blood vessels and 
block lymph vessels. Obliteration of 
arteries, veins, and lymph vessels is 
especially characteristic of syphilis 
and all lesions are believed to have 
their beginning in the walls of the 
blood vessels. 

From this point, the treponema find 
their way into general circulation. 
During the early stage there may be a 
variety of symptoms or, on the other 
hand, the patient may feel especially 
well. However, symptoms increase 
with widespread distribution of the 
treponema throughout the body. All 
parts of the body are attacked—cir-

culatory, digestive, and nervous sys- 
tems, liver, kidney, and testicles being 
most common grounds for complica- 
tions. 

Syphilis can be acquired or con- 
genital. The first type has an initial 
sore (chancre), usually at the point of 
contact with the infection, but it has 
been shown that the treponema can 
pass through unbroken skin without 
producing the chancre. Sexual inter- 
course, other forms of personal con- 
tact, contact with the chancre, mucous 
patches, or any other syphilitic lesion 
can transmit the disease. The congen- 
ital form is transferred from the 
mother through the placenta to the 
fetus and there is no primary lesion 
but late manifestations of the disease 
predominate. 

Gonococcus infections designate 
maladies which have a common etio- 
logic basis but are diverse in clinical 
manifestations. The Neisseria gonor- 
rhoeae (gonococcus) can imitate sev- 
eral diseases, depending upon location 
in the body. Portal of entry, except in 
rare cases, is the genito-urinary tract. 
Arthritis and endocarditis are com- 
plications. 

Treatment. Three groups of drugs 
are commonly used in treatment of 
syphilis—arsphenamines, heavy met- 
als, iodides. The first and second di- 
rectly eradicate the infection, while 
the third promotes resorption and re- 
moval of late manifestations of the 
disease. 

During World War I, the German 
salvarsan was not imported, and ars- 
phenamine was produced in the U. S. 
after McLaughlin determined the 
chemical structure of this drug. Iden- 
tical to Erlich’s “606,” these drugs are 
now under control of the U.S.P.H.S. 
as to minimum standards of toxicity 
but not for standards of therapeutic 
efhcacy. Other drugs in this group are 
neoarsphenamine, mapharsen, and try- 
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parsamide. Findings tend to prove 
that the antispirochetal action of ar- 
senic, bismuth, and mercury com- 
pounds may depend upon their affin- 
ity for the sulfhydryl groups in the T. 
pallidum. 

Bismuth was first used in 1921 and 
has almost completely replaced mer- 
cury in the treatment of early syphilis. 
although mercury has been valuable 
for over 400 years. Since the advent of 
arsphenamine, mercury has been rel- 
egated to a secondary place in ther- 
apy and finally, in the last 15 years, 
it has been almost entirely replaced 
by bismuth. Reactions are less fre- 
quent and less severe with bismuth 
and it is highly treponemicidal as well 
as bactericidal. Vitamin C seems to 
enhance the spirocheticidal effect of 
bismuth and the trypanosomicidal ef- 
fect of antimony in Wassermann-fast 
cases of syphilis. It may prove an im- 
portant key to this problem. 

The iodides, known for many years, 
have little effect upon lesions of early 
syphilis. Destructive cutaneous and 
osseous lesions (gummas) may be 
healed and pain speedily relieved with 
the iodides, and these are used in com- 
bination with the arsenicals and heavy 
metals. 

In early syphilis, the rule is to avoid 
excess in everything. Adequate sleep, 
outdoor exercises, and care of per- 
sonal articles to prevent indirect con- 
tact must be stressed. The treponema 
is viable when moist but dies when 
dry, so towels, washcloths, and dishes 
should be kept separate and sterilized 
and all dressings burned. Soap is 
treponemicidal and therefore cannot 
spread the infection. Specific or gen- 
eral symptoms must be treated and 
personal hygiene improved. Both the 
patient and the disease require treat- 
ment. Worry and oyerwork should be 
avoided, teeth given special care, and

To my great disappointment | 
was left behind when the rest of my 
team was assigned to land with our 
forces on “D-Day.” While they were 
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Somehow during their hours off duty, which 
often total no more than six, the nurses in Italy 
find time for sleep and for their personal affairs. 
W hen off-hours occur during the day, part of that 
time is spent in laundering G.I. flannel under- 
wear, mud-caked socks, and hanging them up, 
perhaps to dry, in their tent’s back yard. O.R.’s 
at the front are almost always in tents (right). 
occasionally are in the trucks, used for that spe- 
cific purpose, which are part of the equipment 
of most mobile surgical units.

busily working up forward, I worked 
on wards in a Bizerte station hospital 
with a large group of Italian prisoners 
as patients at first and then later num- 
bers of our own wounded who were 
steadily being evacuated from Sicily. 

Finally, I flew to Sicily at the re- 
quest of my team and joined them at a 
field hospital just behind the rapidly 
moving front lines. This particular 
field hospital worked in four battal- 
ions of fifty beds each. The system is 
an elaborate game of leap-frog: as 
the front unit fills up, the rear unit 
leaps forward to keep up with the 
lines. Six of our teams worked with 
this outfit and loved it—two ortho- 
pedic, one chest, one neurosurgical, 
and two general surgery teams. We all 
worked hard and the Commanding 
Officer of the field hospital sent a fine 
recommendation to our headquarters 
about our service with his unit. You 
never look for commendation in this 
man’s war, but after a long hard 
stretch of tense war surgery it does 
your heart good to hear that those in 
command were satisfied. 

The Sicilian campaign over, we 
were attached to an evacuation hos- 
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pital for a “D-5” invasion of Italy. By 
this chain of events our seven girls 
and the evac nurses were the first 
American nurses to reach continental 
Europe for duty since 1917. 

Before long the evac hospital was 
completely filled and could admit no 
more surgical cases. Our A.S.G. had 
been helping out in surgery, but now 
it was time to split up into teams 
again—some going forward to the 
Rangers in clearance stations, others 
to field hospitals, still others staying 
at the evac installation to relieve its 
overburdened staff nurses. The medics 
protested taking any nurses forward 
to the clearance stations, but the nurs- 
es begged to go and when they got 
there they were of infinite help in car- 
ing for the critically wounded. The 
field hospital girls were shelled out 
three times and dashed a couple of 
miles back to the evacuation unit for 
a night of comparative safety; then up 
in the morning and back to work. 

Surgery in any of these forward 
units functions twenty-four hours a 
day. Most of us work at least sixteen 
hours—eight on and eight off, alter- 
nating regularly straight around the 
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clock. Many times we have only six 
hours off in twenty-four, and frequent- 
ly it’s difficult to make some of our 
men relax their efforts for even so 
short a time as that. 

Our two surgical tents have four 
tables in each and we can crowd in a 
couple more if the emergency is very 
grave. Stretcher bearers bring in 
wounded and take them out after the 
operation is complete; the cycle is 
continuous and none of our tables is 


ever empty. 
I wish every nurse at home could 
see some of those boys, refusing to be 


disheartened no matter how badly 
wounded, having only one interest—to 
get back in the fight, knock out the 
enemy, and get home to a _ peaceful 
America. I remember particularly one 
boy with a femoral artery severed, ter- 
ribly anemic, with danger of gangrene 
and ultimate amputation. “Take care 
of my buddy first.” he said when he 
was brought in. “He’s worse off than 
I am.” His buddy may have looked 
worse, with his jaw blown away, but 
we knew differently .. . 

The boy with the shattered jaw re- 
ceived expert care. A tracheotomy was 
performed to aid his breathing and 
then some really delicate skin work 
was done. Our surgeons are top men 
in their field, and many a job of per- 
manent repair is begun in these bat- 
tlefront tent-surgeries. Even the most 
intricate of eye operations are per- 
formed with success just behind the 
lines, with artillery roaring day and 
night and the Jerries flying overhead. 

Surgical teams are on call at all 
times and may be assigned by the 
theatre surgeon to go anywhere in the 
battle area Where wounded need im- 
mediate care. Our job is to be on hand 
to perform proper surgical procedures 
as soon after a man is wounded as pos- 
sible. Every wound is considered to be 
infected and surgery is the starting 
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point for proper treatment and _ ulti- 
mate recovery

The record of auxiliary surgical groups, 
such as the one to which Lt. Thomas is at- 
tached, is one of the spectacular achieve- 
ments of the Medical Corps in this war. 
The work of these doctors, enlisted men, 
and nurses has been largely responsible 
for the fact that hospital fatalities in this 
war are less than half the number experi- 
enced in World War |. Only 3 per cent of 
the men wounded in battle die after being 
admitted to a hospital, compared to 7.4 
per cent in the last war. Factors besides 
front-line surgery are availability of large 
quantities of blood plasma and whole 
blood, sulfa drugs poured on wounds or 
taken internally, 


competent, adequate 


nursing care throughout hospitalization, 
and rapid transportation to the rear. 

Said Army Surgeon General Kirk last 
month, “In contrast to previous wars, the 
present conflict is keynoted by a high de- 
gree of mechanization and mobility. If 
proper medical aid is to be given to 
wounded men, the surgical teams must 
keep pace with the attack. The sooner the 
treatment of the wounded can be institu- 
ted, the more successful are the results..." 

Lt. Thomas’ own story, told in her own 
words, dramatically illustrates that surgical 
teams do keep pace, that the results are

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Army Hospitals Afloat 


ARLY in January, two U. S. Army 

hospital ships docked at east 
coast ports. From the ships to large 
medical reception centers went pa- 
tients who would later be sent to Army 
hospitals near their homes. From the 
ships came nurses, enthusiastic about 
their work, well satisfied with the set- 
up of the two ships, somewhat reticent 
about their “closer” calls. 

For the Acadia this was the termi- 
nation of its twelfth crossing of the 
Atlantic; for the Seminole the end of 
its third trip, or sixth crossing. How- 
ever, the number of times both ships 
have crossed the Mediterranean are 
much more numerous. Shuttling drugs, 
other medical supplies, and patients 
between the Sicily-Italy theatre and 
North Africa the ships have logged an 
impressive number of total miles, an 
even more impressive total of patients 
served. 

The Seminole, a former Clyde Mal- 
lory passenger liner, first set sail in 
June of last year. Actually, the nurses 
assigned to the Seminole were the 
first group of Army nurses activated 
for hospital ship duty, but it was the 
Acadia which was the first hospital 
ship to go into action. Aboard the 
Seminole are thirty-four nurses, one 
hospital dietitian, one Red Cross field 
director, eleven medical officers, one 
dentist, one chaplain, and _ ninety 
corpsmen. 

Seminole nurses are proud of their 
ship, mention again and again that 
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“the ship is our own,” as indeed it is. 
Before the Seminole was converted, 
Lt. Col. C. W. Salley, her Command- 
ing Officer, took Chief Nurse Cather- 
ine Ambry aboard, told her the ship 
was the nurses’ to arrange as to wards. 
surgery, pharmacy, and equipment. 
Lt. Ambry and her staff took great 
pains working out the details, blue- 
printing for the ship a layout designed 
to save time and labor for the medical 
and enlisted personnel. The job was 
completed in twenty-one days. 

The Seminole has bed space for. 
close to 500 patients. Half of the prom- 
enade or C-deck contains the largest 
of the ship’s several wards. Bulkheads 
partition the ward into compartments 
large enough for sixteen patients in 
eight sets of upper and lower bunks. 
Nurses’ quarters are located in the 
other half of the deck. Their cabins 
are much the same as they were before 
the liner was converted; two or three 
nurses share a cabin and sleep in dou- 
ble-decker bunks 

On D deck are located the offices 
and private rooms containing beds for 
six to eight patients, a sizeable isola- 
tion ward, a somewhat smaller ward 
for patients needing special care, and 
sick officers quarters. Below D deck 
are additional wards. 

The Seminole has two operating 
rooms—one clean and one contami- 
nated. Surgery is tiled, with modern 
autoclave and other sterilizers. A com- 
plete Xray unit, a laboratory, and 
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aental clinic are also 
equipment. 

Medical and surgical equipment 
aboard both Seminole and Acadia is 
selected to provide a more complete 
type of service than that of medical 
units in the front lines of combat 
zones. Because of their size and mo- 
bility, these ships bring home nursing 
to the battlefront, functioning at sea 
or in port exactly as an Army base 
hospital in the U.S. does. 

Making a comparison, Lt. Margaret 
Jennings of the Seminole said that 
hospital routine aboard a ship is much 
simpler than in a hospital ashore. Ad- 
ministrative technicalities are handled 
before the patient reaches the ship 
and each patient’s medical record, de- 
tailed on a tag, is fastened to his pa- 
jamas. The medical tag contains spaces 
for insertion of treatment which the 
soldier has received at each hospital 
where he has been cared for since 
leaving the front. On it are also shown 
his temperature changes, medication 
given, and the method of transporta- 
tion used to bring him from the front 
to the ship. To these statistics are add- 
ed the details of care administered 
aboard the ship. Floating Army hos- 
pitals keep no permanent records of 
their patients except for serial num- 


part of the 


bers, diagnoses, and routine statement 
‘f transportation. 

The Seminole has two methods of 
loading patients aboard ship. One is 
via a gangway, up which stretcher cas- 
es may be carried. The other is some- 
thing of an innovation inasmuch as no 
other hospital ship is _ similarly 
equipped. Forward a special boom has 


been erected with a derrick arrange- 
ment. The derrick may be swung to 
either side. This arrangement provides 
additional ease and speed in loading, 
as stretcher cases may be hoisted 
aboard directly from barges or docks. 
Tied up at a dock, both this method 
and the gangway may be used simul- 
taneously, thus minimizing the loading 
time. 

Nurses are selected for hospital ship 


duty on the basis of what each indi- 
vidual can contribute toward making 
a balanced and efficiently working 
nursing unit. Some are chosen for 
their background and experience in 
routine bedside care. Others because 
they have skill in a nursing specialty 
—communicable diseases, orthopedics. 
Xray, for example. The majority have 
had considerable previous practice in 
surgery as ample and capable O.R. 
service is an important phase of the 
ship’s program. Public health nurses 
are chosen for duty in the 0.P.D.— 
aboard ship, really an up-patient de- 
partment, and in pert a clinic for the 
care of shore cases. Skill, personality, 
emotional balance, and previous ci- 
vilian and Army records are all con- 
sidered in the selection of nurses for 
this newest branch of the A.N.C. 
Seminole nurses wear brown and 
white seersucker slack suits while on 
duty at sea and in foreign ports. Aca- 
dia nurses wear G.I. brown or navy 
slacks, or will until the new regulation 
seersucker suits are issued. Nurses 
from both ships find this type of gear 
an absolute necessity when adminis- 
tering to patients in upper bunks some 
six laddered-feet from the floor, and 
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when out for their one form of avail- 
able-exericse—a turn around the deck. 

When harbored in U.S. ports, all 
hospital ship nurses wear Army duty 
whites while working, A.N.C. olive 
drab when off duty. For Colonel’s in- 
spection at sea and overseas, whites 
are regulation. 

At many of their ports of call, hos- 
pital ships not only take wounded 
aboard for removal to safer bases, but 
also give hospital and clinic care to 
the less seriously wounded or up-pa- 
tients. Medical and other needed sup- 
plies may be sent ashore for the use 
of medical installations based nearby. 
In some ports it is possible to leave 
soiled linen and pick up their fresh 
linen laundered by the Q.M.C. Acadia 
nurses remarked that the effect of 
clean linen sheets on the morale of 
newly arrived patients is marvelous. 

Hospital ships are self-sustaining, 
carry enough food and other supplies 
usually to provide three well balanced 
meals a day and medical service for 
as long as three months. To the boys 
in combat, some of the items carried 
are sheer luxury—especially since 





















there is always enough for everyone. 


For instance: 250 thirty-dozen cases 
of fresh eggs 800 gallons of ice 
cream; 1,200 ses of Coca Cola; 
three tons of bacon: two to three tons 
of butter; thosands of gallons of milk: 
and large quantities of fresh fruits 
and vegetables!

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Labor and the C.8.N.A. 





I Ser California State Nurses’ Asso- 
ciation is having its first test at ac- 
tual ‘labor’ negotiations in its recent- 
ly accorded capacity of official bar- 
gaining agent for its members. The 
test comes, interestingly enough, in 
connection with the Kaiser hospital 
setup at Oakland and Richmond, Cali- 
fornia,* known as the Permanente 
Foundation, where there is no ques- 
tion of any wage dispute. The actual 
basic issue is, shall a labor union (in 
this instance the American Federation 
of Labor) or the nurses’ professional 
organization be recognized as the rep- 
resentative of.the nurses employed at 
the Permanente hospitals? 

The A.F. of L. has presented the 
challenge to the nurses’ group by ag- 
gressively working to enlist rank and 
file nurses at Richmond in a union 
local known as the “Nursing Division” 
of the Building and Maintenance 
union. C.S.N.A. has taken up the 
gauntlet and welcomes the opportunity 
to prove that it represents the nurses. 
Up to this writing, the issue is hang- 
ing fire with indications pointing to a 
victory for the association. 

Since this is the first challenge that 
official nursing has had from any labor 
group representing organized labor 
since the history-making decision of 
C.S.N.A. to .actively concern itself 
with the social security of its mem- 
bers, the case is likely to be prece-

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dent-setting and is a focus of interest 
for hospital operators as well as doc- 
tors and nurses. 

Nurses will remember that the di- 
rectors of the California State Nurses’ 
Association, led- by dynamic Shirley 
Titus, a year ago resolved that the As- 
sociation had the obligation to its 
members to act for them on the eco- 
nomic as well as on the professional 
front. If it did not, labor unions were 
bound to usurp this privilege, for the 
wages, the working and the living con- 
ditions of nurses made that group ripe 
for just such action. Consequently, 
the association established a schedule 
of wages and personnel practices for 
nurses in institutions, and it asked 
nurse members to authorize C.S.N.A. 
to act as sole representative in collec- 
tive bargaining negotiations. A major- 
ity of the nurses accepted both pro- 
posals. The War Labor Board then 
recognised the association as bargain- 
ing agent for the nurses, and approved 
the schedule of salaries and personnel 
practices. 

Since that time, C.S.N.A. has been 
quietly engaged in a statewide cam- 
paign to get voluntary acceptance by 
hospital managements of the schedule. 
Aided, of course, by current condi- 
tions, the campaign has met with con- 
siderable success, but there have been 
no collective bargaining contests in 
labor’s sense of the term. Meanwhile, 
organized labor did not give up. It has

THEY TAKE CARE OF THEIR 


Students’ Health 


AN INTERVIEW WITH MARGARET POWERS, R.N. 


HEY call it commando training at 

Kings County Hospital School of 
Nursing—and it’s plenty strenuous. But 
the student nurses who have been 
learning body coordination and muscle 
control as an extra curricular phase of 
their nursing course can take it like 
veterans. Their general good spirits, 
high energy, and perfect posture dem- 
onstrate the values of this special phys- 
ical education. 

Kings County is not the only school 
of nursing offering this type of body 
building program for its students. But 
it was one of the first to recognize the 
importance of such training for young 
women preparing to become nurses. 
Ever since the Government began its 
wide drive to attract women into the 
military services or into replacement 
jobs in industry, Uncle Sam has stressed 
the need for physical fitness. Thus, 
Wacs, Waves, and other service women 
have been given carefully planned and 
strenuous training. Army and Navy 
Nurse Corps, too, have launched simi- 
lar plans. Physical fitness has become 
a morale factor, and alert nursing 
school faculties have been quick to rec- 
ognize that fact. 

Organized by Miss Margaret Powers, 
the Kings County course is designed to 
raise the general health level of girls 
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entering the nursing field and to pro- 
vide a background for Army or Navy 
service. The majority of K.C.’s 550 
students are Cadet Nurses. 

The impact of the war has increased 
the rate of hypertension among women 
in all kinds of jobs. With it is the ac- 
companying restlessness, overactivity, 
rigidity of posture, inability to relax. 
insomnia, impatience, ill-temper. Ad- 
mitting this is a problem, but one 
which must not be permitted to inter- 
fere with the war effort, the Federal 
Security Agency urges this: 

“Preventive measures which should 
be brought to the attention of students 
as frequently as possible are: Sleep at 
least 8 hours; avoid constant excite- 
ment; budget time to avoid undue pres- 
sure; balance work and recreation; 
seek immediate relief from pain by 
proper medical attention; avoid obses- 
sions which narrow interests; make the 
body as comfortable as possible while 
studying ... Take rests frequently. 

Toward these ends are such courses 
as Kings County’s directed. They are 
building morale—that “plus” element of 
purposeful and dynamic behavior with- 
out which no individual is fit to endure 
the gruelling, difficult, and often mo- 
notonous tasks inflicted by wartime liv- 
ing conditions. [Turn the page| 
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VOLUNTARY STAFF RELIEF 

The three months’ provisional ac- 
ceptance by Stanford Hospital of the 
San Francisco Nurses’ Association 
plan for providing hospitals with staff 
relief nurses [R.N., January] techni- 
cally came to an end last month, but 
at present writing medical superin- 
tendent Dr. Anthony J. J. Rourke has 
made no move to cancel the present 
working agreement whereby the local 
Official Registry supplies the hospital 
with the necessary relief nurses from 
its private duty roster. 

Meanwhile, private duty nurses have 
won from the War Labor Board an 
approved wage rate of $8 per day. 
Their former rate was $7 a day. Shir- 
ley C. Titus, executive director of the 
California State Nurses’ Association, 
informed district officers and heads of 
private duty and staff nurse sections 
that the Salary Brackets Committee of 
the Tenth Regional War Labor Board 
had taken action to establish “a sal- 
ary rate of $8.00 per day for a period 
of 14 days.” Miss Titus comments, 
“The hospital must seek and secure 
approval of the W.L.B. before it may 
increase the salary of the staff relief 
nurse to the new level” and she sug- 
gests that officers of the district Pri- 
vate Duty Section “immediately notify 
all hospitals in their district” of the 
Board’s action. She also requests that 
the C.S.N.A. be notified if any hospital 
experiences difficulty with W.L.B. in 
having its application to have the staff 
relief salary rate of $8 a day approved. 
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his increased wage rate for private 
nurses doing general duty as staff re- 
lief nurses undoubtedly will come up 
for discussion at the joint meeting of 
nurses, hospital Conference represen- 
tatives, and representatives of the lo- 
cal medical society, scheduled as R.N. 
goes to press. 

So far, it is learned from the local 
registry records, in supplying San 
Francisco hospitals with staff relief 
nurses from the private duty catego- 
ries, the alphabetical cycle has not 
yet been exhausted once. This means 
that in the three-month period since 
the inauguration of the new program, 
under which every nurse on the Reg- 


istry’s list must accept staff relief work 
in her turn as called upon, no nurse 
has been called upon more than once. 
Nurse leaders here say that nurses are 


actively and generously cooperating to 
make the program a success and to 
keep hospitals staffed. 


SCHOOLS 

On February Ist a Division of Nurse 
Education, offering a four and a half 
year curriculum leading to the degree 
of Bachelor of Science in Nursing 
started operation at Hampton Insti- 
tute, Hampton, Virginia. The new di- 


vision, entirely on the collegiate level, 
requires the completion of two years 


of college study (pre-nursing) before 






courses in the art of nursing may be 
taken. Students may enter either at the 
pre-nursing level, or by transfer from 





another institution, at the basic pro-

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fessional level, if the pre-nursing re- 
quirements have been completed. The 
basic course will include’ standard 
nurse training as offered in other train- 
ing schools, with clinical experience in 
cooperating hospitals near Hampton 
Institute. Acting director is Mary Eliz- 
abeth Lancaster, a graduate of the 
Lincoln School for Nurses in New York 
City and of West Virginia State Col- 
lege . . . The National School for 
Nurses of the National University of 
Colombia, supported by the Govern- 
ment, with the cooperation of the Pan 
American Sanitary Bureau, the Rocke- 
feller Foundation and the Inter-Ameri- 
can Cooperative Department of Public 
Health, is to be opened soon. The 
school, under the auspices of the Min- 
istry of Work Hygiene and Social Aid 
and the National University, will ad- 
mit no more than 50 students (with 
high school certificates) to their first 
course. The course of study, prepared 
by the Ministry of Work and approved 
by the university, will consist of three 
years of study in physics, biologic and

To a stunned U.S. public early in 
February came the news that a U.S.

If this number of cadets for 
each hospital is found to be too large, 
the number of hospitals will be in- 
creased. As the result of a survey Lt. 
(j.g-) Jean Byers, N.N.C., U.S.N.R., 
who will head the senior cadet pro- 
gram in the Navy Nurse Corps, selec- 
ted the naval hospitals at Seattle, 
Wash.; Oakland, Calif.; San Diego, 
Calif.; Chelsea, Mass.; St. Albans, 
N.Y., and Norfolk, Va. 

One hundred Navy nurses, the first 
to land on European soil in this war, 
have arrived in England. The nurses, 
assigned to duty in a British hospital, 
which has been taken over by the U.S.

who will head all Navy nursing activity 
in the European theatre. Other Navy 
nurses are expected to arrive shortly 
in North Africa. . .

NEW INDUSTRIAL SCALE 


The newly organized Industrial Nurse 
Section of the California Nurses’ As- 
sociation® has not been allowing any 
grass to grow under its busy feet. After 
defining the industrial nurse, and es- 
tablishing a tentative schedule of min- 
imum salaries for these professionals it 
took its proposals to the Salary Brack- 
ets Committee of the Tenth Regional 
War Labor Board. That agency has just 
announced the action taken on the in- 
dustrial nurses’ schedule. This action 
includes the setting up of a schedule 
of its own which is somewhat lower 
than the scale suggested by the Sec- 
tion. The W.L.B. scale, of course, be- 
comes the approved and legal one. At 
the same time, the Board rules that 
nurses employed in industrial plant 
hospitals shall be subject to the same 
salary provisions as previously estab- 
lished by that agency for institutional 
nurses. In other words, a general hos- 
pital administered by or in connection 
with an industrial plant in California 
may not pay a higher salary scale to 
its nursing personnel than already 
prevails for nurses in other types of

That scale gives a 
range from a $155 a month minimum 
to a $170 a month maximum for staff 
nurses, with supervisorv-administrative 
personnel scale in proportion, both in 
accordance with the C.S.N.A. Schedule 
of Minimum Salaries for Institutional 
Nurses. 

The Industrial Section divided its 
members into two categories: indus- 
trial hospital nurses, and the industrial 
nurses. The former is identified as: 
“A graduate registered nurse who is 
employed by an industrial or commer- 
cial organization and who renders 
professional nursing service primarily 
of a curative nature, but who also 
renders palliative and preventive nurs- 
ing service, in a plant hospital (or its 
subsidiary units) under the super- 
vision of the medical director of the 





organization.” The definition of the in- 
dustrial nurse is: “A graduate, regis- 
tered nurse who is employed by an in- 
dustrial or commercial organization 
and who renders palliative and pre- 
ventive professional nursing service to 
workers and officials in industry under 
the guidance of and in cooperation 
with the industrial physician”. 

The Section proposed salaries as 
follows: In General Plant Hospitals, 
for a 26-day month, 48-hour work 
week, a range of 90 cents an hour for 
general bedside nursing entrance sal- 
ary; $1 an hour for a head nurse; 
$1.10 an hour for supervisor; $1.20 an 
hour for assistant director; $1.50 an 
hour for director of nursing service; 
$1.20 an hour for surgical supervisor; 
$1 an hour for surgical staff nurse;

NURSE TRAINING 

Amendments to the Bolton Nurse 
Training Act designed to permit em 
ployment of senior cadet nurses by 
Government hospitals were reported 
favorably to the House February 16th 
by its Committee on Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce.

RIOR to the nutritional discoveries of recent 
gone and in response to the popular demand 
«x, for more appealing and appetizing forms of cereal 
foods, many of the forms in which this country’s 
THIAMINE cereal grains have been consumed have been those 
in which, in consequence of the necessary proc- 
essing, certain of the vitamin and mineral values 
have been lost.

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S. 1633, a bill passed by the Senate 
without dissent on January 26th. Ac- 
tion by the House, therefore, is the 
only step now required to send the 
measure to the White House. 

Following a hearing on the measure 
on February 2nd, a subcommittee of 
the Interstate and Foreign Commerce 
Committee voted unanimously and im- 
mediately to report the bill without 
amendment. The full committee adopt- 
ed its subcommittee’s recommenda- 
tions on February 15th. 

It is the intention of Government 
hospitals—Army, Navy, Public Health 
Service, Indian Affairs, and Veterans’ 
Administration—to pay senior cadets 
$60 a month, if the bill is enacted, the 
Federal Security Agency has informed 
the committee. 

It is pointed out that the original 
Bolton Act stipulates a minimum sti- 
pend of $30 a month. “It is recog- 


nized,” the Federal Security Agency 
stated, “that the services of these stu- 
dent nurses who are nearing the com- 
pletion of their training are of value 
to the hospitals, and in many cases 
non-Federal hospitals are currently of- 
fering to pay more than the $30 stip- 
ulated in the act. In many Government 
hospitals, moreover, of less 
training who are performing related 
duties, are receiving pay at the rate of 
$50 and upward.” Persons earning $50 
a month and more referred to include 
enlisted personnel of the Army and 
Navy assigned to Army and Navy hos- 
pitals.

Congress for an additional $2,700,000 
to finance the student nurse training 
program for the fourth quarter of the 
current fiscal year, or until June 30, 
1944.

since the enactment of the Bolton Act 
will rise to $55,200,000. 

Testifying to the effectiveness of the 
Bolton Act, Miss Lucile Petry, direc- 
tor of the division of nurse education. 
U.S. Public Health Service, told the 
Interstate and Foreign Commerce 
Committee: 

“It undoubtedly has increased the 
number of student nurses in schools of 
this country. We have not reached the 
quota we had set for ourselves, but we 
are not too discouraged about it be 
cause we still have six months to go 
We are certainly, on the quota, not 
nearly so as far behind as we would 
have been if it had not been for the 
Bolton Act.” 

Miss Petry stated that slightly over 
1,000 of the approximately 1,300 nurs- 
ing schools in the country are partici 
pating in the Bolton Act program. 


MILITARY RANK BILLS 

With approval by the Senate Feb 
ruary 15th of the Navy nurse rank 
bill, H.R. 2976, only the signature of 
President Roosevelt is required to give 
members of the Navy Nurse Corps 
actual commissioned rank for the du 
ation of the war and for six months 
thereafter. 

Members of the Army and Navy 
Nurse Corps now enjoy only relative 
rank with commissioned officers of 
the armed force: 

Army nurses declined to come in 
under the provisions of the Navy’s 
temporary rank bill, on the theory that 
the A.N.C., a permanent corps, should 
be governed by permanent, not tem 
porary legislatior 

Pending before the House Commit- 
tee in Military Affairs is a bill, H.R. 
3761, introduced December 1, 1943, 
by Congresswoman Frances Bolton of 
Ohio, which would give Army nurses 
permanent rank. The committee is de- 
ferring action on this measure until it

At the Department, as R.N. went to 
press, efforts were being made to ex- 
pedite preparation of a report on H.R. 
3761 and also on H.R. 3718, a tem- 
porary rank bill introduced as a com- 
panion measure the Navy rank bill 
by Representative Sparkman, of Ala- 
bama. The Army’s comments will go 
to the Congress by way of the Budget 
Bureau so that some weeks probably 
will be required before the Military 
Committee receives them. 

Mrs. Bolton served notice of her in- 
tention to lose no opportunity of push- 
ing her rank bill at a hearing held 
February 2nd by the House Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce Committee on 
legislation amending the Bolton nurse 
training act.

Walker, in charge of senior nurse ca- 
dets in the Army, on her appearance 
in uniform, and had reminded that, 
“back many years ago, I am the one 
who sponsored the legislation giving 
you commissions.” 

“The only problem there was, Mr. 
Reéce,” rejoined Mrs. Bolton, “that it 
was only relative rank that you pro- 
vided. You are going to have the op- 
portunity to pass on commissions and 
ranks very shortly. That bill is being 
processed at this moment, and I shall 
look to you to back it to the limit.” 

“Some members then thought we

Representative Reece replied.

A deck, which is utilized by the ship's 
crew, are given over to patients’ wards. 
and personnel quarters. There is a diet 
kitchen on each deck. Like the Sem- 
inole, the Acadia’s section used for 
nurses’ quarters is little changed from 
its luxury-liner days. Staterooms ac- 
commodate from one to four nurses. 

In speaking of life on the often very 
rolling deep Lt. Gladys Meister of the 
Acadia, remarked that a hospital ship 
nurse “has to use a lot of ingenuity 
and a lot of rope. Everything has to be 
tied down.” A constant check is kept 
on the weather and the medical per- 
sonnel, when warned of an approach- 
ing storm, inform the patients. 

Patients are loaded aboard the Aca- 
dia by means of a block and tackle. 
During the battles of Palermo and 
Salerno patients were brought to the 
ship by LCI barges. The surging sea 
waters made the loading difficult and 
the litters had to be lifted in rhythm 
with the waves. Actually it is easier to 
load patients by the block and tackle 
method away from shore, in the big 
even swells, and many times the ship 
has had to be pulled out two miles 
from shore for casualty loadings. 

Once, during the invasion of Italy, 
the Acadia performed the duties of a 
Mobile Surgical Hospital. Patients 
were brought aboard, direct from the 
battlefields, immediate operations were 
performed, and the patients transported 
to hospitals in North Africa. 

The Seminole went into Sicily three 
days behind the invasion forces. While 
guns roared along the shore and 
planes whirled and thundered over- 
head, corpsmen from the ship went 
ashore in small boats to pick up the 
wounded. That day the Seminole’s 
staff worked from twelve noon until

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four the next morning rescuing 
wounded who lay along the beaches 
and in. the shallow water at the shore. 
In some cases the rescued numbered 
so many they had to be brought to thé 
ship in landing barges. All the boys 
were very badly wounded. Lt. -Jen- 
nings spoke of one patient who had 
two broken legs, a broken arm, mul- 
tiple chest and abdominal wounds. 
Both his eyes had been blown out. 
Commented Lt. Jennings: “If I had 
never known before what war was like, 
I knew then.” 

The hospitals’ white surfaces are 
broken only by a wide green band 
which runs horizontally around the 
ship and by the Red Crosses centered 
on the port and starboard sides and on 
the decks and funnels. The vessels are 
equipped throughout to provide elec- 
trical illumination from sunset to sun- 
rise and the ship’s radio is sealed. 


Celestial navigation is the sole means 
by which the ship is guided. The ships 
cannot carry cargo. Even ambulances 
and mail are prohibited. Under the 
terms of the Hague Convention, they 
are strictly mercy ships and an enemy 
ship may signal them to stop, its ofh- 
cers board her and inspect. They may 
even order a ship into a foreign port 
to care for their injured men. However. 
this has never been done. 

Lt. Meister said the Acadia’s closest 
call came when flak, fired at a recon- 
naisance plane, sprinkled down on the 
ship. Luckily no one was injured. 

The Seminole has witnessed a little 
more action. One night in the Naples 
harbor they were lying blacked out 
awaiting the arrival of some patients. 
They had broken the regulation re- 
garding full illumination because the 
C.O. felt that lights on his ship would 
call attention to the many other ships

nearby which were clearly military ob- 
jectives, and to allied shore installa- 
tions. There were no patients aboard 
so he ordered the ship blacked out 
after hearing from his officers and men 
that they would prefer it that way, 
would prefer to take their chances 
along with the personnel of the nearby 
ships. Then the Nazi planes roared in 
over the harbor and for 60 long min- 
utes carried out their mission. They 
bombed and they strafed. A bomb 
landed 25 feet from the Seminole, its 
decks were strafed, two planes fell 
flaming into the sea almost under the 
bow. Somehow the ship escaped being 
bombed and came through with no 
casualties. 

There were more anxious moments 
aboard the ship another time when an 
enemy submarine rose to periscope 
depth, kept the ship under observation 
all through a burial ceremony. Just 
when the situation seemed unbearably 
tense the submarine withdrew to at- 
tack an approaching merchant convoy. 

At four a.m. still another day, a 
watcher in the crow’s nest discovered 
a small light flashing in the distance. 
The Seminole put toward it. A life- 
boat was lowered. The crew which 
rowed in the direction of the light 
found five American and two British 
fliers. The British men, attempting to 
rescue the five Americans, had dam- 
aged a pontoon in landing on the 
rough sea. All seven were adrift there 
for hours with nothing to cling to but 
hope and a battered plane. The Sem- 
inole made the rescue, gave emergency 
treatment for exposure, and put the 
fliers ashore at the next friendly port.

commencing by organizing the half 
dozen First Aid Stations in the Rich- 
mond shipyards. The union’s Nursing 
Division takes in nursing aides, order- 
lies, and first aid attendants as well as 
registered nurses, and is a unit of the 
Building and Maintenance Union. 

Realising what was happening. 
nurse leaders at Permanente got quiet- 
ly busy on an organizational job of 
their own, trying to enroll every nurse 
employed by Kaiser, whether at the 
Foundation hospital at Oakland, the 
Richmond Field Hospital, or the First 
Aid Stations, as a member of the 
C.S.N.A. Because current conditions 
in California have caused so many 
nurses to be drawn from other states, 
and due to the rapid turnover in nurs- 
ing personnel everywhere in the state 
precipitated by enlistment in Army 
units, turnover in C.S.N.A. member- 
ship also is great and not all nurses 
employed by Kaiser were association 
members. Permamente medical foun- 
dation heads as well as supervisory 
nurses at the shipyard hospitals fa- 
vored the C.S.N.A. as collective bar- 
gaining agent fer their nurses rathe 
than a labor union, and encouraged 
membership 

At the end of December a payroll 
check was made to determine if the 
union or the professional organization 
had the most nurse members. Out of a 
total of 240 nurses, 160 were faund to 
be C.S.N.A. members. The union 
claimed 90 members, but some of 
these were nursing aides and orderlies. 
Since a 51 per cent majority is re- 
quired, there is no question here of 
the association’s right to serve as bar 
gaining agent 

Association leaders then formally 
requested the Permanente Foundation 
to recognise the C.S.N.A. as collective 
bargaining agent for the nurses it em

If listed in the 
latter category, of course, they would 
be permitted to pay higher wages to 
personnel, including nurses; or, per- 
sonnel would be in a position te ask 
for higher pay, since industrial nurses 
throughout California rate higher sal 
aries than those employed in general 
hospitals, with some of the aviation 
companies reportedly paying the high- 
est figures, shipyards probably coming 
next in line. The Permanente hospi- 
tals, however, have had to keep under 
the War Labor Board wage ceiling 
since, to date, despite their wish to be 
classified as industrial, this designa- 
tion has not yet been granted. Since 
Permanente Foundation hospitals are 
extending more into the general field. 
and will broaden their scope still more 
when the new Richmond field hospital 
is opened this spring with its large 
facilities for maternity cases, it seems 
unlikely that it will be taken out of 
the general class. Thus the only nurses 
likely to be in the industrial nursing 
category are those working at the 
First Aid stations.

First reports are encouraging 
and more of these rapid treatment 
centers for care of early syphilis are 
being opened all over the country. 
Use of all methods, including penicil- 
lin (which in some studies changed a 
positive Wassermann to negative in a 
very short time), are being studied at 
these centers. 

Gonorrhea treatment is started im- 
mediately after laboratory confirma- 
tion. Local treatment is  contrain- 
dicated in uncomplicated acute gonor- 
rhea. Sulfathiazole or sulfadiazine are 
most effective and sulfapyridine, al- 
though more toxic, can be used if the 
others are not available. Usually dis- 
charge ceases and smears are nega- 
tive in 3 days, with 7 to 12 days re- 
quired for treatment plus tests of cure. 
If the gonococcus is sulfonamide-re- 


sistant it may be necessary to use sus 
tained fever therapy preceded by 
chemotherapy with sulfathiazole, or 
to administer penicillin. During activ 
treatment, rest and freedom from ex 
cesses are the rules. 

Penicillin has also been studied for 
its antibacterial activity against sev 
eral strains of the gonococcus, and it 
has proved effective against sulfona 
mide-resistant bacteria. There is com 
plete absence of toxicity, no discom 
fort to the patient, and rapid disap 
pearance of clinical symptoms with 
negative bacterial cultures in from 17 
to 48 hours after institution of ther 
apy. At present studies are concerned 
with minimum dosages and minimum 
time required to achieve best results 
It is predicted that penicillin will 
prove a most efficient agent.

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to routine prophylaxis. The drug is 
given after breakfast the morning fol- 
lowing exposure, again after dinner, 
and after supper. No infections fol- 
lowed tests and many believe that this 
supplementary drug may become a 
permanent addition to the prophy- 
lactic routine. 

Health and medical authorities agree 
that no chemical or mechanical pro- 
phylaxis can be a substitute for pre- 
vention by educational measures which 
employ ethical and religious motives. 
Military services recognize that a sol- 
dier rendered unfit for duty by venere- 
al disease is just as surely out of ac- 
tion as if he were wounded. Measures 
of control put emphasis on education, 
prophylaxis, case finding, treatment, 
cooperation with civil authorities, es- 
tablishment of cooperative relations 
with military police, and recommenda- 
tions of certain desirable administra- 
tive measures. 


As the new recruit is taught sex hy- 
giene, prophylaxis, immediate report- 
ing and need for case finding. so 
should the civilian youth of the coun- 
try be forewarned and educated to the 
dangers of infection. Only by attack- 
ing at the source and by bringing the 
subject out of the taboo class can we 
hope to eliminate the disease from the 
general population of the nation. 

Here the nurse has a real job to 
do. No only may she be called upon to 
care for syphilitics but in fields such 
as public health and industry she is in 
a position to educate the public in the 
serious character of the disease. Be- 
cause statistics show that syphilis is 
ten times as prevalent among Negroes 
as among whites, there is unusual op- 
portunity for the Negro public health 
nurse, to serve as health educator.
